Abraham’s  justification  was  based  on  the  fact  of  Christ’s  redemptive  ministry, 
but  he  did  not  know  that  when  he  believed  in  God  because  that  work  was  still 
in  the  future. 

The  death  of  Jesus  is  the  basis  for  the  experience  of  justification,  and  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  is  the  proof  of  that  fact. 

Grace  and  peace ,  which  are  administered  to  the  believer  by  God  the  Holy 
Spirit,  work  together  as  cause  and  effect  in  the  experience  of  salvation. 

Abraham  is  said  to  be  the  father  of  all  who  believe  in  Christ  for  salvation, 
even  though  all  have  not  been  circumcised. 

The  promise  that  Abraham  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world  was  through  righteous¬ 
ness  secured  by  faith  in  God  and  His  promises  and  not  through  the  keeping  of 
the  Law. 

All  men  have  access  to  the  fact  of  God  through  nature  and  conscience,  and  all, 
therefore,  are  without  excuse. 

The  natural  man  is  unable  to  understand  the  plan  of  salvation,  because  he  is 
depraved  and  alienated  from  God. 

Justification  is  a  once-for-all  experience  that  can  never  be  changed,  and 
thus  assures  the  believer  of  eternal  salvation. 

Justification  is  bestowed  upon  the  believer  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  grace 
and  by  faith  in  Christ’s  finished  work  on  the  Cross. 

Understanding  God’s  Word  in  a  meaningful  way  follows  the  acceptance  of  God’s 
Word  by  faith;  therefore,  one  must  believe  to  understand  in  a  meaningful  way. 

Believers  in  the  Old  Testament  experienced  all  the  benefits  of  justification, 
which  believers  experience  in  the  New  Testament  since  Christ’s  death. 

Good  works  are  a  by-product  of  the  experience  of  salvation  confirming  the 
validity  of  the  experience,  and  never  a  means  of  securing  salvation. 

Since  Abraham  was  a  man  of  great  faith  in  God,  it  is  logical  to  conclude  that 
he  never  disobeyed  God. 

It  is  through  justification  that  believers  are  made  righteous  in  Christ  and 
become  recipients  of  all  the  blessings  of  God. 

The  death  of  Christ  has  atoned  for  all  sins — past,  present  and  future — and 
has  satisfied  divine  justice  forever;  therefore,  believers  need  not  confess 
sins  to  God.

"God  gave  man  up"  means  that  God  gave  man  over  to  a  depraved  course  of  life 
chosen  by  man,  which  results  in  eternal  damnation. 

A  Jew  in  the  Old  Testament  could  reject  circumcision  and  still  be  saved, 
because  salvation  is  by  faith  and  not  by  works. 


Christians  are  called  saints  because  they  are  in  Christ  and  not  because 
of  their  good  works. 


Unregenerate  persons  cannot  exercise  faith  in  Christ  because  they  are 
totally  depraved. 

The  root  of  all  human  problems  is  poverty,  injustice,  and  illiteracy;  there¬ 
fore,  the  eradication  of  such  is  necessary  to  enable  man  to  live  in  peace. 

Since  salvation  is  by  grace  through  faith  in  Christ,  the  religious 
heritage  of  the  Jews  did  not  constitute  any  real  advantage  over  the 
Gentiles.

Unbelief  on  the  part  of  man  will  cause  a  change  in  God’s  character  as 
witnessed  by  the  fact  that  God  withholds  His  blessings  from  man. 

The  righteousness  of  God  is  revealed  in  the  gospel  of  Christ ,  and  is 
received  by  faith  in  the  atonement  of  Christ,  which  faith  is  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  grace  of  God.
